PECULIAR ATMOSPHERIC CONDITION 

M«i b Silvered and Silverware Blackened 
In a Sinjle Night. 

A singular phenomenon was 
observed in Earlington last week, 
its manifestations being particu 
larly noticeable on Wednesday 
morning with a continuation in 
lesser degree noticed on Thursday 
morning.

1» was part leuhr- 
ly noticeable on white or very 
light colored paints, of course, 
and those whose houses showed 
the effect feared that they might 
onlv be able to overcome the dis- 
coloration by repainting, How- 
ever, it has been discovered that 
a vigorous application of water 
and washing powder does take 
off the matallic lustre and restore 
white paint to its original fair- 
ness. And among the many care 
ful houskeeperB of Earlington 
there has been much scrubbing. 

A peculiar and extraordinary 
condition of the atmosphere pre. 
vailed for several days last week. 
The heat was intense, the air 
was steaming with moisture, It 
was nniggv, smoky, moist. All 
the steam that rose from earth 
seemed to hang over the tow 
and all the smoke that arose from 
e many locomotives Hint pulled 
and puffed in the railroad yards, 
and that came from outlaying 
sulphur piles and coke works 
seemed to htack up and to sat 
rate the steaming atmosphe 
with the byproducts of burning 
bitumen.

NEGRO SOLDIER PROBLEM 



Trouble Follows Assignments, No 
Matter to What Section 
They Are Sent, 

Washington, Aug. 24. — The most vex- 
atious problem now confronting the 
war department is the disposition o( 
the negro troops of the regular army. 
The killing of a white citizen at 
Brownsville. Texas, by the negro sol- 
diers of the Twenty-fifth infantry has 
brought nbout a crisis which has been 
developing for some tit 
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worth, Kan., at the fort in Des Moines, 
la., ana other sections of the north, 
east and west, there were vigorous 
protests. When the negroes were sent 
south there were strong protests, and 
Anally the department decided that the 
solution of the question was to Bend 
them to the Philippines. 

This decision created such violent 
opposition on the part of the Filipino* 
that Secretary Taft was forced to Is- 
sue an order that no more negro troops 
be sent there except for service in 
the Island of Mindanao to fight the 
black Moros. The only negro troops 
that can be sent to Mindanao Is to re- 
lieve those now there. 

The war department Is in a predica- 
ment. Congress directed that four 
negro regiments be enlisted, and these 
regiments have been organized since 
the latter part of the Civil war. Every 
time these troops are moved from one 
post to another there is trouble for 
the department, until the situation has 
grown so bad that at its next session 
congress will be asked to pass legis- 
lation repealing the law authorizing 
enlistment of negro troops or to 
adopt a resolution directing that they 
be assigned to poat, regardles of the 
ests of the people.
